SHEN it was announced 


that Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News would 
be a candidate for 


Official Organ of the 
Society of Philatelic 
Americans, Mr. Bach, 
the present O. O., the 





publisher of 
Stamp Collector’s Magazine, print- 
ed in his paper the only reference 


to the S. P. A. that I am able to 
find in his paper since the one fol- 
lowing the last Convention at 
Cleveland, Ohio. This is merely 
cited to show you what Mr. Bach 
is doing toward boosting the S. P. 
A. through his magazine. 

During this same period, Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News issued a spe- 
cial S. P. A. number for the Cleve- 
land boys and helped make the con- 
vention a big success, besides help- 
ed materially in electing the pres- 
ent staff of officers, most of whom 
have done remarkable work for the 
Society in the past year. Several 
times since the last convention this 
publication has devoted consider- 
able space in reading notices to 
boosting the S. P. A. 

In the article which Mr. Bach 
printed he states that there “is 
going to be no ill feeling in this 
contest.” I can quite agree with 
him in that respect but there has 
already been too much poison gas 


and too large a smoke screen

If the statements that Mr. Bach 
made in the May S. C. M. were 
true it should be evident that he 
has a very good ground on which 
to ask for a continuance of his 
publication as O. O. But fact and 
fiction are very much different. 
Mr. Bach has evidently let his im- 
agination run wild with himself 
while preparng this article. Per- 
haps a few fire trucks rushed by 
while he was in conference on this 
article and upset his equilibrium. 
Anyhow, the facts of many of the 
matters he speaks of are sadly dis- 
torted. In seeking for the truth on 
these matters reference has been 


made to year books of the Society 
covering the depression period re- 
ferred to. It will be noted also 
that the statements in the year 
books are certified by the Secre- 
tary and have been approved by the 
annual conventions so we presume 
that they are correct, and that we 
can not go wrong in making state- 
ments based on these books. 

Now let us start by laying your 
copy of the May Stamp Collector’s 
Monthly beside this article and 
compare matters. Take paragraph 
3 to start with. The records show 
that when the S. C. M. became O. 

in 1924 that the society had 556 
members of which 85 were in ar- 
rears, leaving 471 paid up. Bach 
thinks it was less than 350. How 
many less? Then the thousands 
of dollars that the Society was in 
debt figures down to exactly $1,- 
791.17 to claimants, for all claims 
that the society was obliged to 
settle. Of course the indebtedness 
was larger but the good work of 
the “Workers,” not the B. of G. 
got the Society a clean slate at the 
above figure. 

Paragraph 4. Mr. Bach solemn- 
ly states that he has done every- 
thing possible in the time his S. 
C. M. has been O. O., to help the 
Society. At the beginning of this 
article we referred to the fact that 
we failed to find a single line of 
reading matter boosting the So- 
ciety in the pages of his paper dur- 
ing the past year. It is inevitable 
that many readers of the Official 
Organ of the S. P. A. will eventual- 
ly apply for membership, that 
many of them will naturally write 
the Editor of the paper that prints 
the reports and even without try- 
ing he can ring up a good many 
members. With the means at his 
command, a monthly paper reach- 
ing as many people as he claims 
his paper reaches his record is one 
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to be ashamed of rather than to 
boast of when you look at the rec- 
ord of Miss Helen Hussey who in 
the same period has proposed 420 
new members and Uncle Billy Ly- 
cett with 480, while even Dr. Hus- 
sey the able Sales Manager of our 
Society has proposed a total of 138, 
just lacking six of equaling Bachs’ 
record and none of these people 
have a monthly magazine reaching 
ever so many collectors each month 
through which to solicit members. 
Surely Mr. Bach, you did not try 
very hard, else your paper “don’t 
bring results.” 

Paragraph 5. Pooh, Pooh, Mr 
Bach, why try to slicker the mem- 
bers by calling attention to the fact 
that some of the 144 you got to 
join the S. P. A. were regular sub- 
seribers and that in selling the So- 
ciety to them you lose a subscriber. 
Anyone ought to know that the 
75e you get from the society for 
each member per year is worth 
more to you than the dollar you get 
from a subscriber. It costs you 
nothing to get the 75c and that is 
in effect, clear, while it costs about 
half of every penny that you get 
for a subscription to get that sub- 
scription. 

Paragraph 6. Our answer above 
will take care of this also. 

Paragraph 7. We admit this 
statement. But had it not been 
for the fine business management 
of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee and a few interested members 
outside of the Board of Governors, 
the Society would not have been 
saved. The Board of Governors, 
outside of one man who was not a 
director of the Philatelic Publish- 
ing Company did little or nothing 
toward saving the Society. 

At the convention held at At- 
lantic City in 1922, the then serious 
condition was reported to that 
body, and steps were there taken 
to remedy the situation. A com- 
mittee of the older members who 
had remained faithful to the so- 
ciety during the period in which it 
was being robbed and by the taking 
away of an efficient and capable 
secretary and sales manager who 
were called by war. Losses result-

ed due to inexperience of the new 
sales manager, honest and capable 
yet inexperienced. The membership 
was dwindling. The committe ap- 
pointed was to be known as the 
Ways and Means Committee. That 
is, it was to find the “way” and get 
the “means” with which to settle 
claims against the society and to 
put it on its feet again. 

This committee consisted of four 
older members and a new one, Jo- 
seph Hoffman, who was _ selected 
as chairman and was appointed by 
President Kissinger in December 
1922. It held its first meeting in 
the following month and got to 
work. In August, 1923, it had as- 
sembled claims against the Society 
totaling $3200. It also secured 
some cash, some contributions of 
stamps and some contributions in 
the way of credits against claims. 
Cash $379.95; stamps of a net val- 
ue of $237. 93; stamps of a cata- 
log value of $742.59 besides heavy 
contributions of credits. 

At that time, but one of the 
Board of Governors that Bach 
claims saved the Society, was a 
member of the society, although 
one who is now on the Board of 
Governors and is a candidate for 
reelection, was under suspension. 
He deserted the Society in its time 
of need. 

The S. C. M. was chosen O. O. 
at the convention in New York in 
1924. At this same time the Board 
of Governors elected were Messrs. 
Hoffman, Camp and Schlesinger. 
At this convention when the S. C. 
M. officially started to save the 
Society, the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee which was appointed in 
1922, reported that it had settled 
claims for $1,340.38 by paying to 
the claimants $995.96 and that it 
had cash on hand and stamps to 
the catalog value of several hun- 
dred dollars. These stamps and 
$292.22 in cash was turned over to 
the newly created Board of Gover- 
nors. During that year, Mr. Schles- 
inger, Treasurer of the B. of G. 
paid $604.91 on claims. In 1925 
at Baltimore, the Board was en- 
larged by adding two new mem- 
bers, Messrs. Bach and Dr. L. G. 
Tedesche. This Board paid $807.- 
39 on claims. During the year 
Mr. Hoffman resigned and Mr. 
Hoover was appointed in his stead. 
In August, 1926, Mr. Greeley was 
elected to the Board and in Sep- 
tember of the same year Mr. Deas 
was appointed to take the place of 
Mr. Schlesinger who resigned. It 
was this Board as it stands at this 
period, the winter of 1926-27 that 
Mr. Bach gives all the credit to 
for saving the society, when as a 
matter of record the society had 
already been put firmly on its feet 
and was enjoying a healthy and 
rapid growth. 

Bachs’ Board as it then stood 
did pay the few remaining claims 
against the society, amounting to

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$441.08. The membership on July 
31, 1926, and reported to the con- 
vention at the same time that Mr. 
Greeley’s election was announced 
was 910. Two months later as we 
have already stated, in September 
1926 Mr. Deas became a member 
of the Board. 

How could anyone say the So- 
ciety was facing ruin at this time 
with a membership of 910 and with 
a total debt of but $441.08? Such 
a statement is nothing more than 
one of Mr. Deas’s favorite expres- 
sions—BUNK. 

Firing our broadside at para- 
graph 7 has led us down through 
paragraph 8 and corrects the mis- 
statements made there. 

Paragraph 9. According to Mr. 
Bach any man (or any publication) 
running for office in a “Malcon- 
tent”. Let’s have a king at Wash- 
ington. Every four years we have 
a Malcontent try to boost the other 
fellow out of the White House. We 
thought anyone had a right to try 
for office in the S. P. A. The facts 
of the matter are that we do not 
believe that the Board of Gover- 
nors of the Society should be made 
up entirely of stockholders and di- 
rectors of the magazine that is 
acting as Official Organ of the 
Society. They can not serve both 
to the fullest benefit of both.

the paid Society Report in the pa- 
per during the past year, since the 
convention at Cleveland. 

Paragraph 12. Mr. Bach tells 
about the “Promptly and efficient- 
ly” method of the Board of Gover- 
nors. The facts of the mater, if 
one wants to dig deep into the rec- 
ords of the actions of this Board 
is that little of anything was ever 
handled either promptly or effi- 
ciently for it must have been han- 
dled prompt to apply the word ef- 
ficient to its actions and this is 
something that the Board was us- 
ually too busy to do. With a Board 
so large as this one it was no 
doubt difficult to get a quorum to- 
gether. 

Just let me give you some ex- 


amples of the prompt and efficient 


way in which this famous Board 
worked. I looked up this case in 
particular for I was instrumental 
in getting this Branch to come into 
the S. P. A. I do not know whether 
any records give me credit for it or 
just what credit there might be 
due me but the Warren, Ohio, col- 
lectors were in touch with me re- 
garding becoming a branch of the 
S. P. A. and I did everything I 
could to get them in and I see they 
are there, Branch No. 10. But 
they had a hard time getting there 
with the prompt and efficient meth- 
ods of the Board of Goernors. Their 
application for a charter was laid 
before the Board of Directors (the 
name has been changed) on Sep- 
tember 21, 1929. Charter was sent 
the Warren Branch May 5, 1930. 
About eight months required for 
this speedy Board to act. 

The delay was caused by the 
Secretary being unable to get the 
printed Charter Forms from Mr. 
Deas who was the member of the 
old Board of Governors who was 
designated to fill in and prepare 
the charters for signatures of the 
officers. The Secretary finally had 
to get the Cleveland Charter from 
President McGay and have a new 
plate and printed copies made in 
order that Charters would be avail- 
able for other clubs which had ap- 
plied for Branch Charter. 

It usually took Mr. Deas several 
months to a year to issue a charter 
and in the case of Syracuse, N. 
2 he did not issue a charter at 
all. 

Thus we can see that there is 
evident need of a change in the 
Board of Directors. 

The four candidates are Helen 
Hussey of Cincinnati, Ohio; Paul 
W. Savage of Springfield, Mass.; 
A. W. Deas of New York and Col. 
W. N. McKelvy of Chevy Chase, 
D. C. We have just reviewed the 
record of Mr. Deas. Does he de- 
serve reelection? We all know 
what Helen Hussey has done for 
S. P. A. What will the S. P. A. 
members do for Helen? Paul W. 
Savage is one of the Princes of 
Philately. He is a simon pure col-

Dear Mr. Linn: 

Your announcement as competitor for the official organship and your reasons 
for seeking it have enheartened many influential members and executive officers of 
the Society, and | am writing this to pledge my support and to request all who 
have the interests of the Society at heart to do the same. 

After reading Mr. Bach’s statements in the May number of his journal, and 
knowing the absolute untruthfulness of most of them, as can easily be found by 
reference to Year Books of the last six years, | really hoped that some officer 
unconnected with the Philatelic Publishing Co. or the boastful Board of Governors 
would publicly refute it, and urged one to do so, but he said he believed the 
members of the S. P. A. could and would distinguish between false claims and 
facts, which are the last thing that the Philatelic Publishing Co. wishes them to 
now. 

Being an officer of the Society during the period of depression and the time 
Mr. Bach claims that the B. of G. saved the Society, | am fully conversant with 
the facts. When Mr. Bach joined, it is true that the Society had less than 500 
paid up members, but his thought that it was less than 350 is more than one 
hundred out. And instead of being thousands of dollars in debt, it was less than 
$2,000. Toward increasing this 450 Mr. Bach has added 144 members out of his 
6,500 subscribers to his paper and Mr. Camp 15 and Mr. Deas 3. But during the 
same time Dr. Hussey, Helen Hussey, and our Secretary have added 1,138. Judge 
for yourself whether the Board of Governors “‘saved the Society and put it where 
it is now.” And toward the $2,000 debt, except the one member of the B. of G. 
who was not also a member of the directorate of the Philatelic Publishing Co., the 
B. of G. contributed nothing, but met the debt with funds raised by other officers 
of the Society according to plans devised by the Ways and Means Committee in 
1923, prior to the membership of every member of the Board except the aforesaid 
non-member of the Philatelic Publishing Co. directorate. Dr. Hussey himself con- 
tributed several hundred dollars toward it—the B. of G. nothing. Did the Board 
“save the S. P. A. from utter ruin and bankruptcy”? It certainly did not, but 
hampered and delayed the officers that were working to build up the Society. Our 
present efficient and discerning President knew all these facts when he demanded 
and obtained the abolishment of the Board, which he did last year. Members should 
be careful in placing any of them in any elective position. The Society should 
receive service and not vaporings. The treasurer of the Philatelic Publishing Co. 
is seeking a position on the Board of Directors, with a record of having deserted 
the Society when it needed the help of all members, and getting back as a new 
member when things were progressing, since which time he has paid the large sum 
of $441.08 to claimants—all that remained unpaid, and proposed 3 new members, 
saving the Society, as Mr. Bach alleges, but we doubt it. It had been saved while 
he was under suspension. 

It is alleged that “some members got sore because the Board of Governors 
would not expel so and so, and that evidence must be produced. Curiously, all 
these non-expulsions were friends of some one connected with the Philatelic Pub- 
lishing Co., and that the same evidence offered again them to the Board and re- 
jected was sufficient to expel them from our large sister Society. Is this “of no 
consequence”? 

“The S. C. M. has at all times served the S. P. A. to the best of its ability.” 
We thank you for the opportunity to vote for something which we have no doubt 
will prove really able. Ability to get 144 applications from a subscription list of 
6,500 is not a great deal of which to boast. The S. C. M. is decreasing in size, 
publishing now an average of 44 pages against 64 two years ago, before the B 
of G. became its directorate board. It has about ceased publication of new issues, 
and has had nothing in about the new U. S. Zeppelins. It is a nice little Magazine, 
but if your sheet is selected, the Society will get more in one number than it is 
now getting, of better material, and then the news weekly. We wish you success.

dwindled to a mere half dozen 
faithful members. At this time 
it was voted to disband.

ORIGIN OF THE DESIGN USED 
FOR THE CHARLESTON, S. C., 
COMMEMORATIVE STAMP 


Students of our country’s stamps 
will be interested in the historical 
data pertaining to the recent Char- 
leston commemorative stamp con- 
tained in the following letter from 
Mr. H. F. Church, Executive Vice 
Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee under whose auspices the 
250th Anniversary Celebration, Of- 
ficial Establishing City of Charles- 
ton, S. C., was held in that city 
last month and addressed to Mr. 
H. M. Southgate, president of the 
Bureau Issues Association. 

Charleston S. C., Apr. 15, 1930. 
Dear Mr. Southgate: 


Your letter of recent date rel- 
ative to the Charleston postage 
stamp has my attention. 

Relative to the origin of the de- 
sign, it was from an original draw- 
ing made by me for the occasion. 
The following is descriptive of the 
stamp. 

The figure of the militant Co- 
lonial governor and the friendly 
Indian are respectively Governor 
Ioseph West, the incumbent at the 
time of the official establishment 
of Charleston on its present site, 
and Shaddoo, the Kiawah Cassique, 
through whose efforts the colonists 
were induced to make the original 
settlement at Old Town Creek 
across the Ashley from the present 
site of Charleston. 


The two boats in the harbor de- 
pict the removal of the colonists 
from the old site and the arrival 
of the Huguenots in the year 1680. 
The palmetto tree overhanging the 
central group is, as you know, the 
South Carolina state emblem, while 
the sheaf of rice to the left of the 
design and the sheaf of indigo to 
the right are symbolic of the two 
crops staple which made up the 
bulk of the early colonial exports.

HISTORIC SOUVENIRS FOR 
S. P. A. VISITORS AT 
WORCESTER 


Thru a series of curious circum- 
stances the Worcester Branch of 
the Society of Philatelic Ameri- 
cans, has been able to prepare a 
very unusual souvenir for the at- 
tending members at the Conven- 
tion to be held in Worcester, Aug- 
ust 7-8 and 9 of this year. 

Almost at the moment of the 
announcement of the date of issue 
of the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
Tercentenary Commemorative is- 
sue, one of the Worcester mem- 
bers, Mr. Burton F. Gates, suc- 
ceeded in securing from the arch- 
ives of the Worcester Historical 
Society, a considerable quantity of 
“Ballot Envelopes” prepared by 
the “Know Nothing” Party some- 
time between 1853 and ’56. This 
small envelope, of manila, bears 
in small black an outline seal of 
the state of Massachusetts. 

There have other similar enve- 
lopes been found, with “Ballot” 
written across the back flap. And 
some few single ones have been 
previously turned up in Amherst 
and elsewhere, thus establishing 
the fact of the use for which they 
were prepared. 

The “Know Nothing” party, was 
an oath bound party first coming 
into political prominence in 1853 
and which disappeared as a politi- 
cal power in 1856. It was de- 
claredly intended to stop immigra- 
tion. 

At the high point of influence 
it elected its representatives in 
sufficient number to give control 
of all New England States and 
also the Governor of New York 
and other states in less degree. The 
name “Know Nothing” was taken 
from the reply of its members to 
question regarding membership, 
aims, etc. 

The Worcester Club thus sup- 
plied with an authentic bit of his- 
torical property, by special effort 
of its officials obtained from Bos- 
ton enough of the Bay Colony is- 
sues to allow a first day Worces- 
ter cancellation reading 12 M. 
April 8, 1930. The cancellation 
thru the personal care of the Post- 
master and his assistant, (Messrs. 
Healey and Houston) was applied 
to give a perfect “tie-on” with the 
least obliteration, and the com- 
pleted “first day historical souve- 
nirs” now await the opening of 
the S. P. A. Convention. 

This most unusual combination 
of history, fact and philately sets 
a mark high in intristic value and 
desirability. The number is small 
enough to warrant the souvenirs 
being rated at a good figure in 
years to come.
